Georg Ludwig August Volkens (1855-1917 custodian of the Berlin 
Museum) studied the vegetation of Carolin islands during the years Oct. 
1899—June 1900 and he described a number of new taxa (Engl. Bot. Jahrb. 
31 : 412-477, 1901). The type specimens were all deposited in the Herbarium 
of the Berlin Botanic Gardens. Unfortunately some of these specimens 
were lost during the Second World War. It is also reported the Herb. Kew 
has only African material collected by Volkens (FI. Males. Ser. 1,1: 547, 
1948). The type specimens cellected by Volkens from Carolin islands held 
at Central National Herbarium is given below and this should be useful to 
taxonomists undertaking monographic work or studies on the flora of 
Carolin islands.
